the said S., T., B., H., J. and C, their heirs and assigns forever." Held, 
the devisees being individually named and nothing in the will or in the 
testator's circumstances indicating a different intent, that the devisees 
took as individuals not as a class : Church v. Church, 15 R. I. 

One of these sons died without issue before the testator : Held, that 
the deceased son's share lapsed, and at the testator's death descended to 
his heirs as intestate estate : Id. 

A general residuary devise or bequest oarries lapsed or void devises or 
bequests, but does not include any gift which fails, of the residue itself : 
Id. 
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
